Opponents argued against using 
student money to support porno- 
graphy, while supporters sought 
refUge behind the First Amend- 
ment. 

"It is a question,” according to 
Rabbi Gerald Serotta of the GW 
Hillel Foundation, “of whether 
we regard the number of people 3 
who feel grossly offended and 
violated by films of this kind 
when their money is being used.” 

Michael F. Dolan, representing; 
the Studem Bar Association, and 
Kimberley Donavon, of the Law 
Association few Women, said that 
their groups feel that it is an 
innapp'ropiate choice for the 
’ Board to show a pornographic 
movie to raise funds. 

' Traditionally, the Film has sold 
put for all three of its showings 
and thus has raised a substantial 
amount of money, according to 
Program Bovd Chairman Keith 
Robbins. “This movie is the most 
widely demanded Film we show in 
terms of the numbers of students 
who attend. We have the oppor- 
tunity, through the medium of 
Films to show all types of enter- 
tainment and at the same time 
give the students what they 
want,” he said. 

According to Brian Lamb, a 
member of the . Christian 
Fellowship, by showing the Film 
the Board is supporting the 
pornography industry which is 
“exploitive of women, degrading 
and in effect exploitive of all 
people.” Reverend Bill Crawford 
of the GW Board of Chaplains 
added that pornography degradet

GW, but perhaps most importantly, an eye on the future. *

Officials recruit in Europe^

Univcf^i^^ ofricials |rc in i)k 
M idwest, the' Northeast and 
Europe visiting prospective col- 
lege students in a rejuvenated 
effon t 9 recruit a broader student 
body to GW. 

GW Director of Admissions 
George W.G. Stoner said last 
week that he is “very, concerned 
about getting a mere repre- 
sentative student body’’ at GW 
and that the University "needs to 
swin^ around the country ... and 
look abroad’'', in recruiting 


students. 

Stoner is visiting Rome. 
London, Paris, and other Euro- 
pean capitals on a three-week trip 
coordinated by the European 
Council of Independent Schools. 
Stoner said he is taking the tour to 
try to “attract some good 
students.” 

Although the class of 1983 
represents 37 stales, Guam, 
Puerto Rico, the Virgin Islands 
and 53 foreign countries, figures 
released by the Admissions Office 
Tuesday showed that the greatest 
number of incoming GW 


freshmen are from three 
states — New Jersey, New YoMi 
and Pennsylvania. In the next 
decade the number of high si;hool 
graduates in those three stales will 
decrease by 40 percent, Stoner 
said. 

“For survival purposes.” Jie 
said, the University must look, to 
other states where populations are 
on the increase. “We'd like to get 
more students from the West and 
Midwest,” he said. 

Cathy Mitchell, of GW's ad- 
missions office, and Ronald W. 
Howard, associate director of the 
Alumni Affairs Office, are re- 
cruiting in the Midwest this week 
and will be traveling to St. Loius. 
Chicago, and Minneapolis. Rep- 
resentatives concentrated on the 
Rocky Mountain and West Coast 
states last spring, and made re- 
cruiting visits to students in De- 
nver, Salt Lake City, San Fran- 
cisco and other western cities. 

The two oflices are working 
together in a “revived program" 
to involve alumni in student re- 
cruiting, according to Sandra 
Lear, | director pf Alumni Rela- 
tions. Mitchell, who is in charge 
of the program, and Howard,will 
attend cdjlcge fairs and college 
nights, aiid make contacts with 
alumni to encourage them to stgrt /' 
recruitment efforts in their cilies. 

Lear said that the alumni office 
has received much positive re- 
sponse and participation from 
alumni, and called the program a 
“vital effort by the alumni on 
behalf of the University.” At least ' 
200 alumni have signed up in 23 
areas of the country. Lear' said. 
1‘The admissions office/ can't' 
reach every whereat hey don’t 
have the funds— but if if we've 
got alumni in an area, we can UM 
that network of people to recruit 
students to GW," she said. 

The School of Government and 
I Business Administration (SGBA) 
has “seen the need to ..,‘give 
support to the admissions office’’ 
in recruitment, according to Car- 
rie MaHon Harris, SGBA director 
of Academic Program Schedul- 
ing. This is the first semester that 
SGBA staff have been active in 
recruiting, she said, > 

The University has 170 new 
freshmen from foreign countries, 
according to admission office fig- 
ures, and many of them are In the 
School of Engineering and 
Applied Sciences (SEAS). 

William Shanahan, SEAS 
assistant manager of admissions, 
said that the school recruits “en- 
tirely by word of mouth ... we 
have zero foreign recruiting.” 
Fifty-five Mataysign students 
enrolled in SEAS this fall, and 
Shanahan explained that ''soine- 
one in the engineering department 
made a contact in the Malysian 
embassy and encouraged them to 
send students to GW.” He said 
that the University’s name attracts 
foreign students, because they 
associate it with the name of the 
first president, and. that GW's 
reputation abroad brings students 
toJEAS.

Among other famous paintings are two of Edgar Degas' (1834-491 '7) 

' works, “The False Start" and '.'Before Ihe Races," which were also

'/ Just l)kie his depiction of ballet dancers in sclask, these works reflect 
I Degas' interest in movement; This type of movement, however, was not 
free but controlled by rigid training and discipline yvhich created a type 
Of elegance in the horses. Whitney's own interests in'horses and polo arc 
reflected in these woUs. Other of Degas' works appear in the exhibit as 
well as his self-ponrail. 

An American's works which reach both ends of the spectrum are

Smith Center offlciali retnained 
tight-lipped yatterday as they 
awaited word from the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association 
(NCAA) office in Shawnee 
Mission, Kan., on the eligibility of 
two OW baseMI players. 

"The NCAA has been notified 
and we’re awaiting their re- 
sponse,” Director of Men’s 
Athletics Steve Bilsity said yester- 
day. Bilsky would not reveal the 
names of the players in question 
or comment further except to say 
that GW sent a ietter . to the 
NCAA "early this week" on the 
matter. 

The question of the two 
players’ eligibility arose last week 
with the abrupt termination of tl)e 
Capitai Collette Conference fgll 
bauball season. GW baseball 
coach Jim Goss has said the 
players would probably be de- 
clared ineligible because of "in- 
nocent misunderstandings” of 
"petty details.” Yesterday, how- 
ever, he said there is "some 
measure of hope for both.” 

GW’s letter will probably be 
referred to the Legislative Settees 
division of the NCAA office in 
Shawnee Misaioa, an NCAA of- 
ficial there said Tuesday. As of 
late yesterday afternoon, S the 
NCAA had not received GW’s 
letter. 

Goss said the worst forseeable 
result for GW would be that the 
players would not be allowed to 
compete in next spring’s season. 
He said he had spoken with an 
NCAA ofnda) and it wpuld be a 
"fantairically large surprise" if 
any action was taken against the 
GW baseball program because of 
the possible violations. “I’m not 
trying to downplay it or imything 
... but it’s not something we’re 
going to get slapped with,” Goss 
said.
